CAPE TOWN (AP) — Dr. 
Christian Barnard placed a 
new heart in the chest of a 68- 
year-old dentist Tuesday and 
said it began beating on its 
own without the electric shock

Tne dentist, Dr. Philip 
Blaiberg, regained conscious¬ 
ness soon after the surgery. 
His condition was described 
as "very good.” 

Dr. Barnard reported the 
five-hour operation went even 
better than the transplant a 
month ago. 

Dr. Barnard and his team 
gave Louis Washkansky, 53. a 
new heart Dec. 3 but he died 
18 days later of pneumonia.

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A Great Canadian 

L ATER THIS WEEK the Right Honorable Vincent 
Massey, C.H., will be laid to Jest near his Port 
Hope farm home of Batterwood, amid the sprawling 
woodlands and In the country he loved and served so 
well. 

Mr. Massey, a man of slight physical stature and 
craggy countenance, had been many things in his life: 
a scholar, a politician, a statesman, an historian, a 
witter, a diplomat, a poet, an Industrialist, a brilliant 
conversationalist, a patron of ths arts and 1 a philan¬ 
thropist. But above all, a Canadian. 

How to eulogize such a man as this? A man 
who perhaps knew and understood Canada better 
than any Other Canadian, a man who knew and un¬ 
derstood his fellow-countrymen, and who, though valu¬ 
ing the old traditions, pioneered the way for a new 
and vibrant nation which he knew must come If Can¬ 
ada were to survive and grow in a changing world. 

In his lifetime, Vincent Massey had more honors 
bestowed upon him than any other Canadian. The 
greatest of these was his appointment as the first 
native born Governor-General of Canada. 

Typically, he was not satisfied with merely ac¬ 
cepting the office, he set about explaining its im¬ 
portance and usefulness to the nation, and thereby 
brought It to life. 

In his own words—words which could well be 
reiterated more frequently today—he described it 
this way: 

“If a schoolboy asked, ‘What does the Governor- 
General do!’ the simple answer would be, I think, 
that the Governor-General does two major things, it 
is Mis function to help our scattered population to 
gain the unity a country ought to possess, and also 
bring home the meaning of the Crown to the Cana¬ 
dian people to whom it belongs. These two objects

UNA "encies Talking More, Doing Less 


By LOUIS B. FLEMING, from United Nation* 

The United Nations, worried that it is meeting more and 
Accomplishing less, is seeking new ways to control the diplo¬ 
matic appetite for international conferences. 

But the outlook now is that 1968 will set new records for 
the proliferation of meetings. 

The number of meetings held in New York and Geneva in 
1967 hit a record high of 5,460, including 557 meetings of the 
regular general assembly, 23 meetings of the special assembly 
last spring, 35 meetings of the emergency assembly on the 
Middle East last summer, and 46 meetings of the security 
council. 

The total was almost double the number of meetings in 
1954. 

Obviously, the growth problem was related to the spawn¬ 
ing of special meetings, not to tbe routine of the security 
council, which is unpredictable; or of the regular general 
assembly, which actually held fewer meetings in 1967 than at 
any time in recent years. 


other years have there l>eon fewer council meetings. The 
record was set In 1348 with 171 meetings of the security 
council. 

But Ihe concern ot diplomats Is directed at the growing 
number of special meetings, not at tho council and assembly 
sessions. 

Among the major special meetings ln the months ahead 
will'be the second conference on trade and development in 
New Delhi, which will coat $2,019,000; sessions ot the 18-nation 
disarmament committee In Geneva at an estimated cost of 
$835,000; the international conference _on human lights in 
Teheran, $598,700; a conference on roaclNraffic in Vienna, 
$268,700; an international conference of ;i|cni|ioteniiaric* on 
the law of treaties in Vienna, $450,000; a mnfrrente on explor¬ 
ation and [leaceful uses of outer space in Vienna, 13.33,000; 
and a conference i« non-nuclear nations e Geneva. $580,500.

ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — 
Sir Stanley Rouse, president of 
the International Football Fed¬ 
eration (FIFA), spoke out Tues¬ 
day in favor of greatly increased 
powers for referees In an at¬ 
tempt to stamp out soccer vio¬ 
lence. 

\V riting in the latest edition of 
Flf'A News, the British soccer 
executive Recommended that 
tha world body's executive com¬ 
mittee should adopt a memoran¬ 
dum to all referees that would 
outline new courses of action to 
contend with problems during 
games. 

Ine memorandum, Rouse 
writes, should encourage ref¬ 


erees to banish from a game, 
without any previous warning, 
any player who retaliates after 
a foul and in particular “who 
commits the filthy offence erf 
spitting at opponents or offi¬ 
cials." K 

He also proposed that if any 
player or players "molest offi¬ 
cials by pushing, holding or dis¬ 
senting from tfielr decisions, the 
raatch shall be abandoned and 
if the match forms part of a 
competition, their team should 
be eliminated from it." 

Allegations of a referee's In¬ 
competence, Rouse said, should 
be made to regional or national 
associations.

Some feeding is beneficial,. and. a 
good diet for this plant is to feed once 
a week to a proprietory hpuseplant 
fertilizer the next.

The idea - of using ammonium sul¬ 
phate in the alternate weeks is to main¬ 
tain the potting toil in a slightly acid 
condition, which Is one of the special 
needs of the azalea.

The moat difficult part of azalea care 
is in the watering. Not that it needs any 
more or less water than other plants, 
but it is unusually fussy about what 
kind of water it is given. 

It has a pronounced dislike for the 
chlorine, fluorine, lime, sodium and 
other alkaline salts found in moat water 
supply systems, so if you get '‘scale” 
in your teakettle, your domestic water 
is a low poison for this particular plant. 

About the only really safe way is to 
water it with rainwater, melted snow, 
or the defrostings from an electric re¬ 
frigerator. 


However, our modem plant* have 
been so hybridized, cross-bred and im¬ 
proved, little resemblance remains to 
toe original Japanese wilding. 

Moat of the azqlea houseplants sold 
during the Christmas season were pro¬ 
pagated in Befigium or Hcdiand and were 
shipped to this country to be grown 
on to maturity by local greenhouse 
operators. 

In nature, thi* plant is a dwarf 
evergreen shrub and this fact gives 
us two important dues as to its cul¬ 
ture. 


Some pruning of the tiny flowering 
shrub will be necessary to maintain a 
pleasing size and shape, and the rule 
here is — little and often. 

Keep snipping off the soft green 
branch tips, with scissors cr even wilh 
a sharp thumbnail, whenever they 
threaten to grow too long and spoil the 
symmetry of the plant. There is no 
closed season on this form of pruning. 

In the spring, when the weather 
warms up. your plant should go out¬ 
doors for the summer. 

Sink the pot to Its lira in a pot where 
It can enjoy a little mowing sunshine 
but where It will be shaded through the 
hottest pert of the day.

Frequency of watering needs some 
consideration too. Your plant, as It 
comes from the florist, will be patted in 
a soil mixture containing a very high 
proportion of peat moss; such a mix- 
hire, once it is allowed to dry out, is 
difficult to moisten again thoroughly. 

If, by accident or neglect, your plant 
should become dry, your best bet is to 
submerge pot and soil ki a bucket of

"Crime" Is'a meaningless 
abstraction, useful only for 
crude statistical or propa¬ 
ganda purposes. There are 
only kinds of crime, commit¬ 
ted in different places, by 
different people, for different 
reasons, under different cir¬ 
cumstances, and with differ¬ 
ent ends. 

Until we begin asking the 
right questions about these 
specific activities, our "solu¬ 
tions" will he as futile as Salk 
sltols for syphillis. 


"What are the causes of 
crime?" we like to ask 
ourselvqs. alarmed at the 
rising crime rate. But this is 
a non-question, and it can only 
give us a non-answer: because 
“crime" is an omnibus word 
that dairies too many differ¬ 
ent and contradictory conno¬ 
tations. 

We can roughly grape toe 
causes of crime in the slums 
— poverty, frustration, ig¬ 
norance, squalor, joblessness, 
and so on. But what a bou t the 
causes of crime in the more 
affluent suburbs, where the 
crime rate has risen all out of 
proportion to its population? 

None of the factors at'work 
in the slums are operating 
here — on the contrary, the
